JOHN ALLEN KETCHEY-—-SALISBURY. 
—QOur traveling correspondent has 
recently sojourned a space in the 
good old town of Salisbury. He sends 
us the following concerning the 
Rowan Superior Court and the 
famous John Allen Ketchey. After
